Report on Church Discipline. 

In the Scriptures we have sufficient warrant for and ample 

authority in the matter of discipline. We wish to bring out two 
things ir this report, namely: os 

First, the true principles of the doctrine of Giscipline. In 
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the Scriptu there are two classes of Offenses, personal and 
public. first has to do with matters pertaining to the church 
and concern EVERY member of the body. The second has to 


do with individual members of the church and may be settled 


about a public offence, Cases of offence agains: the whole body 
can be settled only by the church. In both classes of offences 
the teacning is clear, Punishment for evil doing, and reclama- 
tion .of offender, if possible. When Offences are repeated 
until the cause of Christ suffers. there is but one thing to do— 
cut the offender off. When he shows by his life he has repented 


and that repentance is of a godly sort, “tye who are spiritual 
restore such an one,’’ but unti! repentance can be seen and veri- 
fied by i living, no action of the church shou'd be taken 
in bebalf of the offender. ts 

Second, some recommendations to our churches in the mat- 
ter of discipline. Uniformity in the matter of discipline is essen- 
tial to fel!owship among the churches. No compromise 
should be made in the matter of disorderly conduct, where the 
church disapproves. Applicants for eburch membership should 
be required to produce letters of dismissi~n, if the churches of 
which they members still exists, The pastor or church doing 
otherwise fo that ‘‘harmony is the strength and support of 
all institutions, wore especially the church of Christ,”’ and lays 
the foundation for discord among the brethren We would fur- 
ther suygest/ that the churches of this Aseocistion exercise the 
vrealest care in the matter of receiving people who have no, 
been regularly baptized. Alien baptism is common in some sec- 
tions, and ig rapidly coming to us, and the only way to stem it 
is not to ace pt the FIRST applicant,

There is no longer auy doubt in the mind of any iatelligent 
person about the need of an educated ministry. Other things 
being equal, the educated man has much the advantage of tne 
uneducated. For e man to know a thing and know that he knows 
it gives him courage and boldness that nothing else will. If the 

ists come nearer expressing the fullness of God's in their 
faith than any other denomination of christians surely they 
should have a ministry equal to the test, for the preacher is ex- 
pected to lead the people in their acceptance of the truth. There 
is a call for more doctrinal preaching. If this is a timely cal! 
we need more men educated in the doctrines of the New Testa- 
ment.| We need to insist thet our young men attend school, 
whether it be high school, culiege or seminary, where the doc- 
trines of the Bible are made prominest with such clearness that 
there dan be no doubt about their meaning.

Id be a close relationship existing between the 
' pastor of and church, for the reason that there can be 
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no progress in the church in the advancement ef the cause of 
Christ uoless there is. There are so many people who never 
giveit the least thought. They never think that the paster has 
much else to do—that he orly has to go into the pulpit end 
preagh. It ise very difficult, embarrassing and discouraging 
problem. He has a great many responsibilities resting ov bim. 
He must be continually going. He is expected to visit all the 
members of the church, and not only the members, but all who 
live ip the commanity, and especially those that are sick, and 
also to look after ]1 matters that pertain to church discipline. 
He is expected to attend al! meetings of any organized religious 
body; | to look after the Sundsy school and the collection of 
mma for missions. It is also important that the pastors should 
know the Word in order that they might faith‘ully teach the 
people—all the people—the poorest as well as the richest, the 
duty of God's people to give of their means intelligently for the 
furtherence of His cause. They should teach the poor as well 
as thoge that have the means, because the poor ones now might 
in jater years be able to give of their means for the glory of 
God and the good of men. Therefore, he is continually on a 
nervous strain, and many times when he goes into the pulpib he 
goes unprepared to preach. He does not grow ip the ministry 
as he should. His congregations become careless, indifferent 
and inactive. On the whole, the church does not prosper as she 
should.| In order to prosper and accomplish a great dea! of 
good our churches should carry out the idea that the New Tes 
tement bad—to have men who will attend to all matters that per- 
tain to work, that they, the preachers, might give their time 
and ves to the ministry of the Word. Your committee 
would say that the church should co-operate with her pastor, 
listen to| his instructions and follow him asa leader.

vided for}during their few remaining days on earth."’
